HIS ARRIVAL IN NEW YORK

Gives Reporters a Statement Showing 
That He Was Sent to Cuba as 
Commander-in-Chief and 
Not as a Visitor to 
Shafter. 


New York, September 7.—The United 
States transport Obdam, having on board 
Major General Nelson A. Miles and his 
staff, Major Greenleaf, Captain Whitney, 
the Second regiment of Wisconsin volun- 
teers, consisting of thirty officers and 800 
men, and the hospital corps, from Pcrto 
Rico, arrived here today. 

Mrs. Miles, son and uaughter were aiso 
on board the transport, which sailed from 
Ponce on September Ist. 

The surgeon in charge reported all well 
on board and no sickness or deaths during 


the voyage. The troops were in the best

Miles Stands by Published Letter. 
General Miles admitted to the Associated 
Press reporter who interviewed bim “while 
the Obdam was lyipg yk Liberty islend the 
éubstantial acauthcy vf the statement at- 
tributed to him by The Kansas City Star 
correspondent at Ponce, Porto Rico.

Say that the war has closed after being 
conducted largely as General Miles stated 
Publicly at the beginning of the war that 
it woul be. The statement was publicly 
made and a general order was made by 
him as commander of the American army, 
in which the plan he hae _Striven to pur- 
Sue was foreshadowed: namely> seeking to 
accomplish results with the least possible 


loss of life. In an interview in the latter 


part of May he said: 

“ “The United States government is too 
strong, too great and too powerful to cum- 
mit any foolish act in connection with the 
Proposed invasion of Cuba.’ 


“Referring to the Proposed rush to the 


fever stricken city of Havana, he said: 


““ ‘No officer is fit to command who, 
from any motive whatever, would 
needlessly risk the life of a single 
soldier either from disease or the bul- 
lets of the enemy. I have never sacri- 
ficed the lives of men under my com- 
mand, and do not propose to subject 
them to any unnecessary risks in the 
present campaign.’ 

“In the order issued to the army at can 
early date, he directed that: 

‘Every officer of whatever grade will, 
so far as may be in his power, guard and 
preserve the health and welfare of those 
under his charge. He must labor diligent- 
ly and zealously to perfect himself and 
his subordinates in military drill, instruc- 
tion and discipline and above all, he must 
constantly endeavor, by precept and exam- 
ple, to maintain the highest character, to 
foster and stimulate that true soldierly 
spirit and patriotic devotion to duty: which 
must characterize an effective army.’ 

“The rinciples thus enunciated have 
been zealously observed from the first. 
Owing to the fact that the season suited 
for campaigning in Cuba had been ex- 
hausted in debates and delay in congress 
and in necessary preparations, General 
Miles was opposed to rushing an ill-pre- 
pared, undisciplined and unequipped army 
in a movement against the capital of Cuba, 
defended by 100,000 thousand trained Span- 
ish troops, and in this position he stood 
practically alone for several weeks. Ha- 
vana, Matanzas, Santiago and a few other 
points were drawn on his military map 
as hotbeds of disease, destructive to an 
army and places to be avoided, especially 
during the sick season. When finally 
called upon to submit a plan of campaign, 
he did so, and put it in writing. 

“In substance, he took the stand, first, 
that every effort should be made to equip 
the Cubans and thereby enable them to 
harass the Spanish forces. 

Porto Rico First, Then Cuba. 

“The cry of ‘On to Havana’ should be 
encouraged, but when the transports, loaad- 
ed with troops were out of sight of land, 
they should sail as straight as steam pow- 
er could bear them to the gate of the An- 
tilles and the key of the whole position— 
Porto Rico; then, having seized and oc- 
cupied that island, a movement to Cuba 
was to follow by means of a strong caval- 
ry force, which was to be organized and 
equipped by August or September. He 
contemplated that 20,000 cavalry thrown to 
the center of Cuba, cutting the Spanish 


, forces in two and moving west to Havana, 


by the time the rainy season was over and 
it would be impossible to maneuver an 
army, we could move against that city a 
well organized, well equipped and well 
disciplined army and complete the capture 
of the Spanish f6rces. The inclosure of 
Cervera's fleet in the harbor of Santiago 
changed the conditions and made it nec- 
essary to move a military force to that 
point. General Miles, while at Tampa, or- 
ganized the expedition, felt the importance 
of the enterprise so greatly that he request- 
ed permission to accompany that expedi- 
tion or to immediately organize another 
to join it. This permission was not grant- 
ed so far as accompanying that expedition 
was concerned, but authority was granted 
to equip a second ‘for movement and op- 
eration against the enemy in Cuba and 
Porto Rico.’ However, before this expedi- 
tion was equipped, calls were made for 
additional forces to go to Santiago, and 
they were immediately forwarded. 

“On the third day of July General Shaf- 
ter telegraphed that his losses had been 
greatly underestimated; that he met with 
a stronger resistance than he had antici- 
pated, and that he was seriously consider- 
ing the advisability of falling back to a 
position five miles to the rear, and that he 
had been unable to be up during the heat 
for four days. Under such circumstances 
General Miles telegraphed General Shafter 
that he would be with him within a week 
with strong re-enforcements, of course tak- 
ing the troops prepared for the second ex- 
pedition, which had been ordered by the 
president to operate against the enemy in 
Cuba as well as in Porto Rico. These re- 
enforcements were pushed rapidly forward. 
and some of them arrived in advance of 
the commanding general and were put in 
position in the trenches around Santiago. 

Had Instructions from President. 

“TInder verbal imstructions of the presi- 
dent, General Miles was directed to go 
wherever he deemed his presence was re- 
quired, but that he should give such direc- 
tions as in his opinion _— best for the 

rnment. 
gy og tig a circumstances under 
which General Miles left Washington, ar- 
riving at Santiago July lith, not as a pri- 
vate individual nor as a visitor. Any pre- 
tense that he went there disrobed of hie 
authority or official capacity is too childish 
to be considered by sensible men. From the 
moment he arrived at Santiago he was re- 
r what might occur, He arrived 
there with the Yale, Columbia and Rita, 
loaded with infantry, and three ships load- 
ed with artillery, besides those already dis- 
embarked. He designed to disembark the 
troops and artillery named on the west 
side of Santiago, as was understood before 
leaving Washington and before he wemt 
ashore he made the necessary drrange- 
ments accordingly. He then proceeded to 
the front, and after consulting with Gen- 
eral Shafter, a mote was sent to the Span- 
ish corhmander by General Shafter saying 
the commanding general of the United 
States army had arrived in his camp with 
strong re-enforcements and would meet 
him between the lines at any hour agreea- 
ble to him. The reply of the Spanish com- 
mander was that he would meet him at 
12 o’clock next morning. The meeting was 
held, and after some conversation between 
General Shafter and General Toral, Gener- 
al Miles frankly informed the Spanish gev- 
eral that he had left Washington six days 
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The return of Major General Nelson A. Miles revives interest in the controversy between General Miles on one hand 


and Secretary Alger and General Shafter on the other. In a recent sensational interview with General Miles in Porto Rico 


the general claims that he was informed before he went to Santiago that hé was to assume command of the United 


States army there. 


In the interview he further declared that Secretary Alger had secretly ordered General Shafter not 


to report to him (Miles), but to take his orders from Washington alone. The general tone of the interview was criticism 


of Secretary Alger, and army officers have been waiting anxjously to see what would happen when Genera! Miles returned 


to this country.

Talked Plainly to the Governor. 

London, September 8.—The correspondent 
of The Standard, who is on board the Cam- 
perdown, says: 

“Edhem Pasha, the governor, has just 
arrived (late Wednesday afternoon) on 
board the Camperdown. Captain Hughes- 
Hallett, who“spoke with him, saw no ne- 
cessity for using diplomatic language, and 
told him plainly in strong language that 
as governor he would be held responsible 
in the event of any further disturbances. 
Edhem Pasha asserted that he was power- 
less to control the mob, but his- sincerity 
seems very doubtful, seeing that he had 
over 4,000 Turkish troops under his orders. 
A message just signaled from the town, 
reports the guard of eight British ‘soldiers, 
who, with about thirty Christians. took 
refuge in the Greek cathedral, is quite un- 
der the protection of the Turkish troops. 

“Yesterday the chiefs of the Christian 
community offered Colonel Reid thetr as- 
sistance, but he declined to accept it,

Colorado Springs, Col., September 7.—A 
pitched battle occurred in this city at 
daybreak today between the two factions 
of the silver republican party of this 
state, in which one man was killed ard 
three wounded, 

The dead man is Charles 8S. Harris. of 
Denver, of the Denver and Gulf railway. 

The wounded were removed by their 
friends and their identity has not been defi- 
nitely established. It is said that a man 
named Palmer was shot in the cheek, but 
not seriously injured. Another man had 
his hand shot nearly off and another re- 
ceived a flesh wound in the arm. 

The fight was waged for the possession 
of the opera house in which the silver re- 
publican state convention is to meet to- 
morrow. An armed guard representing the 
Teller-Blood wing was in possession. An 
armed force, representing the faction de- 
posed by National Chairman Towne, was 
sent to drive the guard out of the theater. 
After a hot scrimmage, in which many 
shots were fired, the Tellerites fled in dia- 
may. Harris and the men who were 
wounded are supposed to have been mem- 
bers of the attacking force. Chairman 
Blood, A. M. Stevenson and other leading 
silver republicans openly charged Sheriff 
Boynton, of this county, and _ Internal 
Revenue Collector Frank Howbert, of Den- 
ver, with leading the attack. 

Sheriff Boynton states that he, Mr. How- 
bert and Chief of Police Gathright did nct 
get to the opera louse until the battle be- 
gan, and then only to take possession of 
the place. Five men were arrested in the 
Opera house and one, it is claimed by the 
police, had a smoking Winchester in his 
hands. The prisoners are: Walter Ruagell, 
T. J. Tipton, J. J. Long, A. C. Smith and 
A. F. Monge, all of Cripple Creek. They 
are charged with the murder of Harris 
and informations were filed in the district 
court against them. 

A guard of twenty men under Boynton 
and Gathright hold the* opera house and 
the Teller people are refused adzmission. 
In a published statement Chairman Blood 
intimated that I. N. Stevens, view chair- 
man of the national silver party during 
the last presidential campaign, and others 
arranged with a gang of thugs to come 


from Denver and assist in capturing the 
theater.

WHEELER’S SON LOSES HIS LIFE. 


Reported Drowned While Bathing at 
Montauk Point. 

Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, N. 
Y., September 7.—Thomas H. Wheeler, 
son of General Joseph Wheeler, and 
Second Lieutenant Newton D. Kirk- 
patrick, First cavalry, were probably 
drowned while bathing here this af- 
ternoon. 


Young Wheeler was a naval cadet in his 
second year. He had been acting on his 
father’s staff for some time past. He was 
seventeen years of age, was a fine young 
fellow and had a host of friends among 
the older officers. Together with Lieuten- 
ant Patrick he went to the beach this 
afternoon to enjoy the surf bathing. The 
surf ran high and the undertow was very 
strong. Apparently no one saw the young 
men drowned and it was not until about 6 
o’clock that they were missed. Their 
clothes were found a short distance from 
General Wheeler’s tent, close to the water, 
and it is betleved that the young officers 
were swept away by the strong seas. 

Tonight a detail of sixty men from the 
First cavalry is stationed along the coast 
to watch for the bodies that may be 
thrown upon shore. 

While in command at Camp Wikoff Gen- 
eral Wheeler’s headquarters was located 
on a high hill near the station, a consider- 


able distance back from the water) It was 
only today that his headquarters was 
shifted down to the bay. His tent and the 
tents of his staff officers are not more than 
twenty yards from the water’s edge: ‘It 
was this change of location that gave 
young Wheeler and young Kirkpatrick an 
opportunity to indulge themselves. They 
had often spoken of so doing and every 
one here is convinced that they were 
drowned today. 

Of the accident General Wheeler has 
nothing to say. His three daughters, two 
of whom have been acting as nurses in the 
general hospital and the other as a nurse 
in the detention hospital, are with him, 
grief-strickenh. 

Lieutenant Kirkpatrick was from Vir- 
ginia. He was appointed second lieutenant 
June 12, 1896.

McKinley and the Birmingham Jubilee 

It looks as if the Birmingham peace jubl- 
lee must be indefinitely postponed. The 
project was started with the idea that it 
was to go if the president would accept 
the invitation to be present, and as there 
seems little chance of his being able to 
accept, the chances are there will be no 
peace jubilee. 

At least that is the feeling of the mem- 
bers of the Alabama delegation which call- 
ed at the white house this morning.

THE BATTLE OF OMDURMAN. 


General Kitchener Pursuing the Fiee- 
Ang Dervishes. 

London, September 7.—The British war 
office has received a dispatch from the sir- 
car, General Herbert Kitchener, commander 
of the Anglo-Egyptian forces, dated Om- 
G@urman, on Monday last, saying that 
over five hundred Arabs, mounted on cam- 
els, were dispatched after the fugitive 
Khalifa Abdullah that morning. The gen- 
eral added that the dervish leader was re- 
ported to be moving with such speed that 
some of his wives had been dropped along 
the road followed by him. 

The sirdar says: 

“Officers have been counting the dervish 
bodies on the field, and report the total 
number of dead found as about 10,800. 
From the numbers of wounded who have 
crawled to the river and town, it is es- 
timated that 16,000 were wounded. Beside 
the above, between 300 and 400 dervishes 
were killed in Omdurman when the town 


was taken.

THREE NEW CASES OF FEVER. 


Two of Them at Taylor Station Show 
Symptoms of Black Vomit. 

Jackson, Miss., September 71.—(Special.)— 
Three new cases of yellow fever are re- 
ported froin Taylor station tonight. Three 
of them are seriously ill and two show 
symptoms of incipient black vomit. 

The situation tonight looks very reassur- 
whe suspicious fever reported at Edwards 
has been diagnosed by Dr. Purrell and pro- 
nounced as not yellow fever. All the sur- 
rounding country where the infection ex- 
isted last year has been thoroughly in- 
epected and found in a very healthy condi- 
tion. 

Forty-one deaths occurred in this com- 
munity during the epidemic of 1897, and 
the board has been on the lookout for an 
outbreak this season. Inspectors Haralson 
amd Gant report that the suspicious cases 
at Water Valley are not yellow fever. The 
infection is now practically confined to an 
area ten miles gquare in Lafayette and 
Marshall counties, and is surrounded by a 
strong cordon of guards. The state quaran- 
tine against New Orleans will be raised 
within a few days unless new cases devel- 
op. The two cases near Meridian are simply 
classed as ‘‘suspicious.’’ No fear of a gen- 
eral epidemic is now felt by the board. 

Surgeon Cobb, of the marine hospital 
service, arrived in the city tonight from 
Washington en route to Taylor's station.

Organization Shonld Not Admit the 
Cuban Campaigners, 


THEN HE TALKS ABOUT THE NEGRO

Says Notwithstanding Patriotism of 
Southerners They Still Keep Up 
Race Prejudice—The Big 
Parade in Cincinnati 
Yesterday. 


Cincinnati, O., September 7.—(Special.)— 
There were several features of the address 
of Commander-in-Chief Gobin, of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, today which show 
that that body needs to move up a peg or 
two yet before it becomes entirely free from 
narrowness. 

No New Members Wanted. 

In discussing the proposition to admit to 
membership the veterans of the present 
war, General Gobin takes a negative view. 

“One proposition,” said he, “is to admit 
into membership with tae Grand Army of 
the Republic the soldiers of the war. with 
Spain, regardiess of other qualifications, 
the principal reason being what in this 
way the Grand Army of the Republic could 
be continued and preserved as an organiza- 
tion, even after every member who had 
joined it under its present system had been 
mustered out. It occurs to me that there 


is no reason for altering tae rules and 
regulations of our organization or changing 


its distinctive cigracter for any such pur- , 


pose.”’ 
The Return of the Flags. 
It is in discussing the return of the con- 
federate flags that General Gobin takeg his 
second duckfit, when he says: 


‘It has been urged by weli-meaning com- 
rades to propose the return of the flags 
captured during the war, presumably to 
the states recently in rebellion. I cannot 
but deprecate any agitation of this ques- 
tion. We have never recognized the prop- 
osition that the war of the rebellion was 
a war between the states; it was a war for 
the union, and the union today is of all 
the states. Those lately in rebellion are as 
thoroughly a portion of it as are those who 
battled for its life and supremacy. All 
captured property belongs to’ the govern- 
ment of the union, and is as much the 
property of one state, if such can be, as of 
the other, and of the individual members 
of all of them. No state has a right to 
claim or hold specific articles belonging to 
the national government. Whatever may 
have been past conditions, the present be- 
holds sectional lines absolutely destroyed, 
and the menof ali the states following one 
flag in battle line, shoulder to shoulder, 

“Let the flags remain where they are es 
the best possible »lace of repose for them, 
and what they represented at that time, 
now so nearly forgotten. Any agitation of 
this character seems to me to be unwiss. 
Grand Army men have no desire to revive 
any feelings but those which brave men 
can accept as leading up to a more glorious 
union, to a higher appreciation of the sol- 
dierly qualities of all the men who battled 
with or against us in the days gone Try. 
The action of the confederate veterans’ 
camp of New York seemed to suggest a 
method which will end all discussion and 
satisfy those gentlemen who continually 
recur to this subject. Their resolution pre- 
sents for the consideration of the various 
Grand Army posts and others, the proposi- 
tion that a building be erected at Wash- 
ington under appropriate legislation of con- 
gress to be a national depository, in which 
not only the captured flags, but all such 
emblems_and trophies of each side as may 
be offered from any quarter should proper- 
ly be collected and lodged for their careful 
preservation and identification. If it is de- 
sirable to take any steps relative to this 
matter, this is the most satsfactory solu- 
tion of the entire question, and, if properly 
arranged, this disposition might be a judi- 
cious measure. It would at all events pre- 
vent the continual presentation of this mat- 
ter to the public, and keep the flags where 
they belong, under the control of the gov- 
ernment of the United States.”’ 

Pity for the Poor Negro. 

Referring to his visits to departments in 
the south, the commander-in-chief said: 

“In the south the greeting of ex-confed- 
erates who participated in many of our 
camp fires was exceedingly agreeable, and 
was preliminary to the devotion to country 
and flag manifested in their response to the 
call of the president. One feature, however, 
which could not but impress me is the fact 
that the color line still exists. There are 
many colored soldiers in some of the de- 
partments laboring under great disadvan- 
tages.

In response to that he 
was informed that he had already main- 
tained the honor of the Spanish army and 
that further efforts would be useless and 
would result in the want ef sacrifice of hu- 
mam Hfe. He then said that he was wait- 
ing to hear from his government and was 
informed by General Miles that he had al- 
ready taken much time for that purpose, 


,and would be given until daylight of the 


folowing morning, it being then 3 o'clock, 
to submit his final answer. He begged for 
longer time and earnestly requested until 
12 o’clock next day; this was finally granted 
by Genera] Miles, the meeting dissolved 
and the officers separated. 

Alger’s Telegram to Miles. 

“On returning from this conference 3 
dispatch was received by General Miles 
from Washington as follows: 

“ “Washington, July 13, 1898.—Major Gen- 
eral Miles: You may accept surrender by 
granting parole to officers and man, the 
officers retaining their side arms—the offi- 
cers and men after parole to be allowed to 
return to Spain, the United States assist- 
ing. If not accepted then assault, unless 
in your judgment an assault would fail. 
Consult with Sampson and pursue his 
course as to the assault, as you jointly 
agree upon. The matter should be settled 
promptly. R. A. ALGER. 

“ ‘Secretary of War.’ 

“This,”” the statement says, “does ndét 
look as if General Miles was there as a 
visitor, He was charged with the respon- 
sibility of ordering an assault upon the 
intrenchments and fortifications of an 
army, which, if successful, would have 
cost ut least 5,000 ‘ives, or withholding the 
assault if in his judgment such assault 
would fail. 

“No greater discretion was ever given 
to any general commanding an army, and 
what is more, as will be observed, he was 
authorized to accept the surrender, which 
in the interest of his subordinates he gen- 
erously declined to do, and-went away. 
leaving all the honor to his next in rank, 
General Shafter. 


The Letter from Toral, 

“On the morning succeeding the first in- 
terview, a letter was received from General 
Toral, of which the following is a literal 
translation: 

“ ‘Santiago de Cuba, July 1%, 1898.—General 
in Chief of the American Forces. Honored 
Sir: His excellency, the general-in-chief of 
the army of the island of Cuba. telegraphs 
from Havana yesterday at 7 p. m. the fol- 
lowing: 

“ “Believing the business of such impor- 
tance as the capitulation of that place to 
be known and decided upon by the govern- 
ment of his majesty, I give you notice that 
I have sent the conditions of your tele- 
gram asking an immediate answer and 
enabling you also to show this te the gen- 
eral of the American army to see if he will 
agree to wait the answer of the govern- 
ment, which cannot be as soon as the time 
which he has decided, as communication 
by way of Bermuda is more slow than by 
way of Key West. In the meanwhile your 
honor and the general of the American 
army may agree upon a capitulation on the 
besis of repatriation (returning to Spain).”’ 

"I have the honor to transmit this to 
you that in.case you may consider the fore- 
g0ing satisfactory, that he may designate 
persons in representation of himself, who 
with those in my name may agree to 
clauses of the capitulation upon the basis 
of returning to Spain, accepted already in 
the beginning by the general-in-chief of 
this army. Awaiting a reply, I am, very 
respectfully, your servant, 

“"JOSE TORAL.’ 

“At the meeting in the following day 
General Toral stated that he was prepared 
to surrender with the approval of the 
captain general of Cuba, but it would re- 
quire a little time to have his acts con- 
firmed by the home government; that in the 
meantime he was prepared to appoint com- 
missioners to arrange the clauses of capitu- 
lation. Not only this, he offered to sur- 
render the balance of his command, which 
had not been under fire during the cam- 
paign. The remarkable offer was on his 
motion, and was in the nature of a sur- 
prise to the American generals present. 
However, at the conference-of the day 
previous, General Miles had reminded him 
that hethad been tendered she most lHbera! 
terms ever offered to an enemy; that his 
fleet was destroyed, and that they were 
8,000 miles from home. 

“Toral’s offer could be accounted for in 
one of two ways—either that the troops 
were wanted at home to meet a threatened 
revolution, or that they wanted to get 
home, and he regarded this as the only 
means of doing so at the expense of the 
United States. Whether Blanco and the 
rest of the Spanish forces in Cuba would 
have surrendered on the same terms is not 
now, and perhaps may never be known. 

Changed His Course. 

“The place of landing the Porto Rican 
expedition had been so thoroughly adver- 
tised in communications sent over the 
French cable and in the newspapers of our 
own country and telegraphed to Madrid 
and from there to San Juan, that not 
having received the necessary appliances 
with which to disembark, General Miles 
decided after leaving the Windward pas- 
sage to change his course and land on the 
south side of Porto Rico, where the Span- 
iards were the least prepared and the least 
expected to receive him, an@ where he 
knew that the disembarkation of the troops 
and supplies could be must easily effected. 
From the time of that disembarkation. 
during the following nineteen days of the 
campaign, he kept the Spaniards guessing 
what the next move would be. When they 
withdrew along the line of the great mili- 
tary road between Ponce and San Juan 
they destroyed the bridges, obstructed the 
roads and fortified strong positions in the 
mountain passes and then were surprised 
that one column of his army was sweeping 
around the west end of the island, captur- 
ing the principal] cities and towns, while 
another had passed over the mountains on 
the trail which the Spaniards had supposed 
impassable, and, therefore, had not forti- 
fled or guarded it, and the first they knew 
of the march of the American army was 
the appearance of a strong brigade within 
twenty mites of the northern coast at the 
terminus of the railroad connecting San 
Juan with Arecibo. 

“The island of Porto Rico was fairly won 
by the right of conquest and has become a 
part of the United States. The sentiment 
of the people was in no sense outraged by 
the invaders, but on the contrary was suc-

The insurance will run until 1903. Re- 
viewing the contest for the business, Mr.

Home, said yesterday: “No determined 
effort was made on our part to obtain a 
monopoly of the business, but in an effort

An Impairment Found. 


Under tne charter of the association, 
$u,uw of the capital is set aside as a fund 
in lieu of all future reserves for the protec- 
tion of policy holders, and be used for no 
otrer purpose than to pay death claims. 
Should an impairment be found to. exist 
in the fund the right of the company to 
issue new policies ceases unless said 
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An examination made by the Connecticu 
insurance department early this year dis-/ 
closed the fact .uat this reserve was im 
paired and the association was notitied t 
make it good by July Ist. As on that data 
the impairment had not 
Commissioner Betts notified the association 
to cease new business. ' 
Coionel J.. B. Doherty, who is now in 
Macon trying to settle the Cowart claim, 
resigned as secretary of the association 
in July last. 


Claims Exceed Assets. 


The amount of accrued claims of the as- 
soc.ation is in excess of its assets. The 
association has been compelled in order to 
meet its’ liabilities to order an. assessment 
upon its policy holders, which assessment 
is now in process of collection. The insur- 
ance commissioner of Connecticut insists 
that this assessment should be paid in to 
him in trust. The Insurance Spectator 
Says: “It seems to be the opinion in Wa- 
terbury that the stockholders will not again 
make up the impairment, but are giving 
the policy holders the option of either pay- 
ing up the assessment and thus removing 
the impairment or allowing the company 
to go into th. hands of a receiver.’’ 

There are a number of Macon policy hold- 
ers in the association and they are now 
considering whether or not to pay the ad- 
Citional assessment. The success or failure 
of the extra levy will soon be apparent. 
While the amount of accrued claims is in 
excess of the association’s assets, this may 
not lone be so if all claims can be settled 
at 10 cents on the gollar. as is proposed in 
the Cowart case by ex-Secretary Doherty.

or congress in tris district, and Hon. Tom 
Watson, of national fame, to defend him, 
while Solicitor General Tom Hutcherson 
will conduct the prosecution, probably sin- 
gle-handed. 

The case is set for Tuesday of the first 
week of court, September 13th, and a big 
crowd will doubtless be present, as Wayne 
and Buice both are well connected end 
have many relatives, and besides the inier- 
est in the verdict, the prominence of the 
atterneys in the case makes the trial more 
exciting. The plea of insanity may be set 
up by the defense, but it is quite probable 
other lines of defense will be more confi- 
dently relied upon rather than that of in- 
sanity to gain tor Wayne a verdict of lower 
degree than murder. 


The Parties to the Tragedy. 


Tihe particulars of the killing was told in 
The Constitution at the time, and are as 
follows: 

In the fall of 1896 Mr. Wayne came to 
Cherokee from California on a visit to his 
father, William Wayne, but afterwards 
stated that he Intended staying here until 
his father died, his fathe-: being quite old 
and in feeble health. The following spring 
he was warned to work the road, but he 
refused to do so and was fined by the road 
commissioners. His brother-in-law, John M. 
Holbrook, was one of the commissioners, 
and paid the fine himself. When Overseer 
‘“‘Dock”’ Bell warned the hands last Sep- 
tember for the fall working he again warn- 
ed Joe Wayne, and at the appointed time 
Wayne and the other men assembled near 
Wayne's mill to begin work. Wayne 
brought his shovel, but kept talking about 
the injustice of having to work the road, 
and addressing Wil! Buice, he said: 

“Don’t you think it wrong to make me 
work the road here when I am paying tax 
in California?’ 

Buice replied: ‘‘No, I think 
much right to work as I have. 

Wayne then said: “I think I can prove 
to you that you didn’t talk that way to 
me last spring.’’ 

Buice retcrted rather sharply: “Joe 
Wayne, dod-durn it, I have heard enough 
about that now, and am going to work.”’ 

This was no sooner said than Wayne 
raised his shovel and struck Buice a severe 
blow, knocking jhhim to the ground. 

Wayne stood for a minute leaning upon

Territorial Expansion. 

In another place we print a very inter- 
esting communication from Hon. Martin

Mr. Calvin goes back to history and 
finds that democratic doctrine and tra- 
dition are not precisely what they are 
intefpreted to be by some of these writ- 
ers and speakers. 

The Constitution has, indeed, under- 
taken on occasion to cut across the con- 


tention to the facts, but Mr. Calvin goes 
deeper into the matter and touches the 
facts at their very source and founda- 
tion. The idea that the Monroe doc- 
trine is a part of international law, o1 
that it has scme legal aspect or stand- 
ing, is very prevalent among some writ- 
ers whose equipment calls for more 
knowledge. It is disposed of by Mr. Cal- 
vin in a brief sentence. 

There is nothing simpler than that 
doctrine. It is simply the enuncia- 
tion of a principle which had birth the 
moment the republic became an actual 
organization. It was not necessary to 
announce it, but the moment arrived 
when it was thought advisable to give 
the European governments a hint as to 
the actual state of things. When the 
holy alliance was formed, Mr. Canning, 
the British prime .minister, 
the American minfster that the alliance 
was up to some mischief in the western 
hemisphere, and advised him that the 
opportunity was ripe to say a word or 
two. That word or two President Mon- 
roe said. The Monroe doctrine is this: 
“Boys, if you propose to make any con- 
quests in this part of the world, you'll 
have to include the United States in the 
scheme. If you think you can conqner 
us, well and good. That's the size of 
the undertaking.” What that sort of 
an announcement has to do with terri- 
torial expansion we leave to some of 
our modern statesmen to explain.

The real question, then, is not wheth- 
er we shall retain the Philippines, but 
whether we shall let them go; and to 
this question there is a moral, as well 
as a commercial aspect. To hold them 
may be undesirable, even awkward; to 
return them to Spain would be an un- 
moral procedure not likely to be tol- 
erated by the people of this country. 
Humanity and a just regard for our 
obligations—obligations that are implied 
in the very nature of our government— 
are more important than our own con- 
venience or our own prejudices. 

To those who say we cannot con- 
scientiously or conveniently retain the 
Philippines, the answer may be re- 
turned, What, then, is to be done with 
them? Do our delicate, conscientious 
scruples advise us to return them to 
the rule of Spain?’ Do the responsi- 
bilities which we have already assumed 
suggest that the natives be left to de- 
pend on their own resources? 

So far as Cuba and Porto Rico are 
concerned. it is idle to discuss the dis- 
position that is to be made of them. 
To the Cubans we have pledged inde 
pendence, and that pledge will be carried 
out. Annexation will no doubt come in 
due time. 

As for Porto Rico, it is ours, and dis- 
cussion of the matter is idle. But what 
shall we do with the Philippines?

Taxation and a Surplus. 

Mr. Charles A. Conant, a prominent 
writer on financial subjects, reviews the 
conditions which will be entailed joint- 
ly by the issue of bonds, the increase of 


the revenue taxes and the somewhat | 


sudden cessation of war expenses. 
The primary result of these things 


is already to be seen in the overflow- | 
ing condition of the treasury, the hard- | 


ening condition of the money market 
and the necessary contraction of the 
currency by this process of absorption. 
Mr. Conant, who is very careful with 
fizures estimates that. at the end of 
the fiscal year, the total cost of the 
war will amount to $235,000,000. Against 
these expenditures must be set the ex- 
traordinary revenue provided by con- 
gress, viz, the sale of $200,000,000 of 
bonds, and the collections under the new 
revenue law. These two sources of rev- 
enue, exclusively for war purposes, will 
afford a total for the year of $340,000,- 
000, or an excess of $105,000,000 over 
the probable cost of the war. 

Should all the foreign trade condi- 
tions be favorable, the greasury will find 
itself next June with a surplus ap- 
proaching $380,000,000, every dollar of 
which would be taken out of circulation. 
The republicans are famous for dispos- 
ing of surpluses, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that they will have no difficulty 
in spending whatever they find under 
their hands: but if congress fails to take 
measures to reduce taxation the coun- 
try will have to enter upon a period of 
wild governmental extravagance or wit- 
ness the strangulation of trade and 
business by the continued absorption of 
money into the treasury. 

Our small war has presented us some 
large problems, not the least of which 
is the prospect here outlined.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


As to Annexation. 

Editor Constitution—I have noticed im 
The Constitution, from time to time, ref- 
erence to the question of “territorial ex- 
pansion,” and a @isposition on the part of 
your readers to exchange views with you 
on the subject. 

In some auarters there has been deve!- 
oped a disposition to arraign the policy as 
being antagonistic to the “Monroe doc- 
trine.” As a matter of fact, the doctrine 
alluded to does not remotely or otherwise 
touch the question. 

I might quote Mr. Polk’s utterance, as 
contained in his third annual message, 
“the doctrine of no territory is the doc- 
trine of no indemnity’ as singularly ap- 
propriate to the condition which confronts 
us today. 

Territoria] expansion is genuine demo- 
cratic doctrine. : 

As early as 1827 we begun longingly to 
look toward Texas. In 1835 General Jack- 
son offered $5,000,000 for the territory. As 
the years passed public interest in the 
question of the acquisition of that terri- 
tory intensified. 

I take it as better illustrative of public 
opinion on a great question of public pol- 
icy than the purchase of Luuisiana by Mr. 
Jefferson in 1803. 

By and by the proposition which looked 
to the annexation of Texas was submitted 
to the senate, and that body summarily 
rejected it by a vote of 2 to 1. This was 
in 1844, immediately preceding the presi- 
dential election of that year. 

Mr. Van Buren and Mr. Clay, the pros- 
pective candidates, respectively, of the 
democratic party and the whig party, eacn 
wrote a letter seeking t6 relegate the ques- 
tion of annexation to the rear. 

Mr. Van Buren’s position did not find 
favor with the democratic hosts of the 
country, and Mr. Polk was chosen as 
the standard bearer of the party. Mr. 
Clay’s letter met the views of the whig 
associates and followers. - Thus, in the 
great contest of °44. the issue was joined 
and the doctrine of annexation was in- 
dorsed by an overwhelming majority of 
the people. 

It will pe remembered that while secre- 
tary of state under Mr. Monroe, John 
Quincy Adams. he:d that Cuba and Porto 
Rico were by nature ours and should be 
made part and parce] vf the union. 

Throughout Mr. Polk’s administration 
his desire to acquire Cuba by purchase was 
prominent and the same thought was 
present to democratic minds during Mr. 
Pierce’s term in the presidency. 

Porto Rico is ours by right of capture 
and by process of indemnity; we should 
not under no ¢ircumstances serrender it, 
Or part with it for any consideration, Cu- 
ba we should take as our own but for 
our pledge in the matter of Cuban inde- 
pendence. We must. religiously abide by 
that piedge unless, after a fair trial, 
it is demonstrated that the Cubans. are 
not equal to the task of setting up and 
maintaining a government that wil give 
peace and prosperity to the people of that 
beautiful island. In the event of such 
failure, annexation is inevitable.

Egypt, owing to its natural resources and 
to its situation with reference to the Suez 
canal, the main highway of commerce be- 
tween Europe and Asia, is a market 
well worthy of American business 
men. With an erea of 394,240- square 
miles, it is almost. equal in ex- 
tent to the whole cf the north Atlantic 
and south Atlantic states. The cultivated 
and settled parts aggregate 12,976 square 
miles, being about equal in area to the 
state of Maryland. Nineteen hundred years 
ago the population of Egypt was 8,000,000. 
Under the rule of the Mamelukes in 1517 it 
was reduced to 3,000,000. In 1875 the popula- 
tion was 6,000,000, and under the rule of 
Tewfik and his son, Abbas II, since 1882, 
its population has steadily increased, so 
that at present it is between nine and ten 
millions. The capital of Egypt is Cairo, 
with a population of about 400,000.

Courthouse Annex Was Discussed and 
. Plans for the Building Will Be 
Obtained and the Board Will 
Begin Work as Soon 
as Possible. 


fHB BOARD OF COUNTY COMMIS- 
sioners for Fulton county yesterday after- 
noon made the tax rate for the county for 
the fiscal year of 1898 and reduced the tax 


rate 1 mill. The reduction amounts to $1 


on every $1,000. 

The board also made arrangements to 
gecure plans for the new courthouse annex 
and decided to begin work on the building 
at as early a date as is practicable. The 
new building will cost $100,000 and the money 
will be that raised for the erection of a 
new courthouse. 

Despite the reduction in the county taxes 
the rate of the combined state and county 
taxes for 1898 will be the same as last year, 
owing to an increase of $1 on the $1,000 made 
in the state tax this year. While the re- 


* guction will mean a saving of about $51,000 


in county taxes to the taxpayers of Fulton 
county, they will have to pay out the 
same amount of combined taxes as they did 
last year. 

The tax levy was made yesterday on the 
report of the finance committee. The re- 
port was read and was adopted with very 
little discussion. The reduction of the rate 
met with the approval of every member 
of the board and the only regret seemed 
to be that it wag not greater. 

The tax rate will be .0049%, or $4.94 on 
every $1,000, as against $5.94 last year. The 
state rate last year was $5.21, but this year 
has been increased to the full limit of $6.21. 
This causes the total tax to be $11.15 on 
$1,000, the same as last year. 

Financial Committee’s Report. 

The following is the report of the finance 
committee submitte@ and adopted yester- 
day afternoon: 

“It is ordered that there be collected by 


the tax collector for Fuiton county, or his 
successor in office, the following tax for 


county purposes for che fiscal year 1898, .

9-10 cents, being $4,532.31; for support of 
paupers, 24-10 cents, being $12,086.17; mak- 
ing a total of 494-10 cents levied for the 
year 1898, as provided by law.”

During the consideration of the finance 
committee’s report a discussion was had 
On the expense caused by the juries, and 
& calculation showed that the cost was 
something over $200 per day for juries alone 
when all the courts were in session. 

In speaking of the tax rate, Mr. Spalding 
said he favored a reduction of the assess- 
ments and an increase in the tax rates. 
No objection was made to the report and 
it was unanimously adopted, 

Chairman Brown called attention to the 
fact that the tax receiver had reached the 
letter “G’ on the lists, and that so far 
there was over $1,000,000 worth of property 
which has not been returned. Over $700,000 
of this, he said, was real estate. 

In reference to the reduction of the ap- 
propriation for court expenses, Mr. Spald- 
ing introduced the following resolution: 

“Ordered, That the chairman of this 
board and the county attorney communi- 
cate with the varioug courts, superior and 
city, and respectfully suggest that steps 
be taken to save the county some of the 
expense for jurors and bailiffs by increas- 
ing the hours of daily service and lessen- 
ing the number of days’ gervice, and by 
other proper means agreeable to said 
courts.’’ 

Mr. Adair said he thought the courts 
would aid the commissioners in their effort 
to reduce expenses and would be as eco- 
nomic as possible. The resolutions were 
unanimously adopted and will be sent to 
the various courts. 

To Build Annex at Once. 

The courthouse annex, which the board 
sometime ago decided to erect with the 
money which was raised for the erection 
of a new courthouse, will be built as soon 
as the proper arrangements can be made. 
This means that work will be commenced 
on the building as soon as the plans can 
be obtained and the contract can be made. 

The commissioners discussed this ques- 
tion at length yesterday afternoon, and 
when the matter was voted on it stood 
as it always has stood, three for and two 
against. Both Judge Rosser and Judge 
Palmer voted against the resolution pro- 
viding for obtaining plans for the build- 
ing while Messrs. Brown, Adair and 
Spalding voted for the resolutions. 

The matter came before the board in 
the shape of a report of the public build- 
ings committee, submitted by Chairman 
Adair. The report stated that the com- 
mittee had takn up the matter of erecting 
the annex with Mr. Grant Wilkins and 
recommended that he be employed to 
draw up plans and specifications for the 
courthouse annex and that he be paid 
$2,000 on the acceptance of a contract for 
the erection of the building. The report 
further recommended that he be paid a 
salary of $100 per month to superintend 
the construction of the building. It was 
also recommended that the matter be de- 
ferred no longer and that the board pro- 
ceed at once with the erection of the an- 
nex, 

Immediately following the report Mr. 
Spalding introduced a resolution making 
the report the order of the board and that 
a contract be made with Mr. Wilkins for 
the plans, and that bids for the building 
be asked for. After considerable discus- 
sion this resolution was adopted by a vote 
of three to two. 

Judge Rosser said he was opposed to 
employing agents in this manner. He 
thought one man should be employed to 
do all the work. He called attention to 
the fact that the board had been in trou- 
ble about having plans drawn without 
knowing whether or not they would be 
accepted. He thought a competitive plan 
would be better and favored allowing all 
the architects in the city having an op- 
portunity to draw plans and then accept 
the one that best suited the board. He 
thought the contract for the building 
should be given to the lowest bidder. 

At this juncture Mr. Spalding remark- 
ed: “The old courthouse was given to 
the lowest bidder, and it stands as a mon- 
ument to that plan.” 

Judge Rosser wanted to know what the 
board intended to do with the old court- 
house. He thought it was right that every 
commissioner should know what was go- 
ing to be done. He then offered an amend- 
ment to the resolution, the sense of 
which was to allow all architects to sub- 
mit plans and to pay $2,000 to the one 
whose plan was accepted. This was lost 
by the same vote of three to two. 

When asked what he would do with the 
money which is now in the banks drawing 
no interest, Judge Rosser told the board 
that he would use $50,000 for repairing the 
old courthouse and use the remainder to 
reduce the tax rate. His attention was 
called to the fact that the money could 
not, under the law, be used for anything 
but the purpose for which it was appro- 
priated. The original motion was then 
passed. 

Justices Are Turned Down. 

Judges Bloodworth and Orr, justices of 
the peace, appeared before the board and 
presented a petition asking that they be 
alluwed $25 per month for therent of their 
court rooms and to pay for their court 


books. 


It will be remembered that a bill was 
passed at the last session of the legisla- 


ture authorizing the county commission- 


ers to appropriate money to the justices 
for these expenses. Both Judge Orr and 
Judge Bloodworth made a few remarks 
on the question, and urged the board to 
grant their request. Many questions were 
asked by various members of the board, 
and on a vote being taken there was only 
one favorable to granting the petition, 
Other Matters Considered.

THE SUDDEN AND VIOLENT SYMP. 
toms of the maniac which Edward C. 
Flanagan showed for the first time night 
before last subsided some yesterday, as the 
result of opiates. | 

The jail officials and the physicians, how- 
ever, expect another outbreak at any time, 
and will not be unprepared for it. The 
manner in which the officials handled Mlan- 
agan was the best that could have been 
possibly done, and if they had not acted 
as they did,.the murderer would probably 
have killed himself by dashing his head 
against the iron cage. Flanagan made no 
effort to attack any other person, his whole 
intention being to end his own life, and it 
required the combined strength of six stal- 
wart negroes to hold him down until he 
could be placed under the influence of 
drugs. 

During the trials of Flanagan the physi- 
cians who held that he was an insane. 
man, suffering with what is known as de- 
lusional insanity, and that he killed Mrs. 
Allen and Miss Slack while under the de- 


lusion that he was being persecuted and . 


surrounded by enemies, stated that they 
believed the man would soon show some 
signs of violent insanity, and that he would 
change from the quiet and listless patient 
to a man dangerous to himself and those 
around him, 

When the story of Flanagan’s strange 
and violent conduct and his shrieks in his 
cet were read in yesterday’s Ccnstitution, 
these physicians at once said that it was 
ncthing more than they expected. 

The effort to make it appear that Plan- 
agan was suffering Tuesday night from a 
nervous attack is put aside even by those 
who have contended that the 
feigning insanity. His wild screams and 
the manner in which he dashed about his 
cell at a late hour of the night, when the 
other prisoners had gone to sleep, con- 
virced all who saw him that ne was no 
longer feigning, if he had ever tried such 
a game before. 

“I believe Flanagen has really become in- 
sane,’’ said an official yesterday afternoon 
wiho has recently contended aW along that 
Flanagan was not crazy, “but I think his 
confinement and the use of cigarettes in 
excess has caused him to tecome de- 
ranged.”’ 

When the physician reached Planagan 


Tuesday night about 10 o’clock the prisoner’® ~~ 


was frothing at the mouth. He had never, 
since his arrest for the double murder, 
showed such symptoms, and that was what 
alarmed the jailers. 

Yesterday Flanagan talked a little, but 
seemed weak from his experience of the 
night before. He said that his head still 
hurt him. 

In a sad and low voice he muttered sey- 
eral times during the day: 

“I am all alone now. Eivery friend in 
the world ‘thas deserted me.” 

It is believed that he will soon have 
another violent spell, and that these will 
grow more frequent and more violent uritil 
he becomes a hopeless maniac. 

The murderer is greatly weakened, and 
he is not physically able to stand many 
such spells as he had Tuesday night. 

His case is now being closely watched by 
the members of the medical fraternity whe 
were witnesses in the murder trials.

Negro Knocked in the Head and 
Robbed While Asleep—Police 
Investigating Both Affairs. 


LAST NIGHT ABOUT 939 O'CLOCK, 
when the streets were filled with 
going to their homes, ‘Mr. J. H. Brooks, a 
preminent citizen of north Georgia, who 
owns a farm near Gainesville, was held 
up by two negroes and robbed of all the 
mcney he had with him and his fine watch. 

Mr. Brooks arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon, and while he was walking down 
Edgewood avenue to his boarding house on 
Wheat street, he decided to go through 
the alley leading off Edgewood’ avenue just 
im the rear of the Equitable building. He 
had walked but a short distance into the 
alley when a negro approached him and 
inquired it he wanted a boarding house. He 
Was told that no such place was desired, 
and just as Mr. Brooks was moving off an- 
Other negro appeared from the shadows, 
and rushing up with a cocked revolver, 
said: 

“Hold up your hands, both of you, or I 
will kill you.”’ 

The first negro threw up his hands, with 
a mock show of fright. Mr. Brooks did 
likewise, thinking that both of the negroes 
were in the game and to resist meant bod- 
ity harm if not death. 

The second negro, still holding the weap- 
On in a threatening position, proceeded to 
take the pocket book from Mr. Brooks's 
pocket. It contained about $30 in green- 
backs and some small change. A watch 
Was also taken and then the highwayman 
ran off toward Wheat street. The first 
negro exclaimed: ‘Good Lord, let’s get 
@way from here,” and ran in an opposite 
direction. 

Mr. Brooks, left alone, went in search of 
an officer and found Patrolman T. J. Whit- 
ley, who made an investigation, but noth- 
ing further could be learned about the 
negroes. Both Mr. lLsrooks and the officer 
were of the opinion that the negro who 
first accosted Mr. Brooks was into the 
scheme and intended io take a hand if 
there had been resistance. 

It was one of the boldest robberies of the 
kind that has taken place in the city for 
quite a while. There was a bright arc 
light in the alley. 


Robbed While Asleep. 

About the same hour there was almost 
equally as bold a robbery in the livery 
stable at Nos. 53 and 55 Loyd street. John 
Davis, a negro hostler, went to sleep in the 
Office of the stable and about half-past 9 
O'clock he was heard screaming as if he 
had been killed.

and then robbed him of $5, all the money 
he had.

MATTER WILL CAUSE HARD FIGHT 


The Council Adjourns After Having , 


Accomplished Practically Noth- 
ing with Committee’s Report. 
Attempt To Turn Down 
Mayor’s Veto. 


IN REGULAR 
took up the 


THE CITY COUNCIL, 
session yesterday afternoon, 
reports of the investigating committee re- 
cently appointed to ascertain if any re- 
duction could be made in public expendi- 
tures, and adopted neither the majority 
nor the minority recommendations. 

After an hour of wrangling a motion was 
finally passed accepting that part of the 
majority report not calling for recommen- 


dations, the recommendations to be voted 


on separgtely. As the recommendations 


practically comprise the whole report, it 
can be said that little progress has been 
made toward the adoption or rejection of 
certain issues which must be met by every 


member of council. 

The consideration of these reports, how- 
eyer, promises to result in one of the hot- 
test fights known in council circles in some 
time. The lines are closely drawn and 
both sides show great determination, A 
strong effort was made yesterday afternoon 
to have the majority report adopted, but it 
failed absolutely, even when it was ex- 
plained that the recommendations made in 
the document could not be enforced except 
by ordinance and state :egislation. Mem- 
bers, strongly opposed to certain recom- 
mendations of the committee. contended 
for separate consNeration of all the recom- 
mendations in order that they might fight 
them. Moreover, certain members, who do 
not care to go on record concerning these 
questions at this particular time, fought 
for delay. The whole matter is in a sort 
of a muddle and it is impossible to predict 
what the exact outcome Will be. 

It is sure, however, wnat from present 
indications neither the majority nor mi- 
nority report will be adopted in their pres- 
ent condition. The result will be a com- 
posite document taken from the two. Cer- 
tain members favor the adoption of the 
majority report as it stands, but they are 
in the minority. Considering that council 
does not meet for two weeks, it is probable 
Mayor Collier will be asked to call a special 
meeting of council fur the consideration of 
the reports. It will take a special session, 
and perhaps several special sessions to com- 
plete the job at the rate members are 
loading their guns with long arguments. 
This subject is one of the livest wires in 
municipal] circles just now and there will 
be some warm seances before it cools 
down. : , 
How Reports Were Considered. 

Council had been in a lazy mood all 
afternoon until Clerk Greene began the 
reading of the majority report. Council- 
man Thomson wanted the document filed 
for future reference and Councilman Ham- 
mond seconded the motion. This was rele- 
gated to the background by half a dozen 
substitutes. The minority report was 
about to be disregarded altogether, when 
Alderman Mayson made the point that out 
of deference to Judge Hillyer, it should be 
read. The report was read and Councilman 
Howard moved that the majority report be 
adopted. 

Alderman Woodward was opposed to the 
adoption of the report without further con- 
sideration. Councilman Hammond was in 
favor of the majority in preference to the 
minority report, but thought it should be 
considered section by section. Mayor Col- 
lier explained that the adoption of the re- 
Port would be the sdme as the adoption of 
the report from any other committee, and 
that the councilmen woulda have ample op- 
portunity of expressing their views when 
the ordinances were presented. Alderman 
Turner thought the council should go 
about the matter in a business way and 
that the majority report of the committee 
should be adopted. 

Alderman. Rice was opposed to adopting 
the majority report as a whole. He said 


> 
there were certain recommendations made 


in it that he was, and always would be, un- 
alterably opposed to. He thought there 
Was no use “taking a barrel of vinegar to 
Set a little candy out of it;” that the sani- 
tary department should be brought closer 
to the council as far as expenditures werd 
foncerned, and he was opposed_to the es- 
tablishment of a sinking fund commission. 
Mayor Collier spoke again, stating there 
Was no reason why the recommendations 
Should not be considered separately then 
and there if the council wished it.

The protest, which was adopted without 
a dissenting voice, is couched in respectful 
terms and sets forth at same length the 
reason for the action of the club in op- 
posing the proposed camp. 

A unique incident in connection with the 
directors’ meeting was that Captain T. B.

The following is the protest adopted by 


the directors yesterday: 

“The Piedmont Driving Club, through its 
board of directors, protests against the 
proposed location of an army camp at 
Piedmont exposition grounds. 

‘These grounds are contiguous to a large 
and important residence portion of Atlanta. 
Their principal means of access are the 
Peachtree street and Piedmont avenue car 
lines, traversing many residence streets. 
No one familiar with a large camp is ig- 
norant that among the soldiers many reck- 
less and dissipated characters will be 
found, who will not only render the car 
lines objectionable methods of transporta- 
tiom, especially for ladies and children, but 
will be prone to create disorder. Such a 
camp wil} attract on its environs a swarm 
of lawless persons of both sexes. who will 
seek to fatten off of the improvidence of 
the eoldiers, and will find in the wooded 
anil vaeant grounds near the proposed 
camp, wholly outside of police jurisdiction, 
every opportunity for riot and disorder 
with impunity. All these persons will ren- 
der this part of the city objectionable as a 
residence section, and will menace the 
good order, peace and decency of it and 
the adjacent territory. 

“The Piemomt Driving Club owns four 
acres, purchased from the Piedmont Expo- 
sition Company, which is enclosed in the 
fence surrounding the exposition grounds, 
and which, from its location, commands a 
view of the rest of such groumds. It is a 
favorite resort of the families of the mem- 
Dera, including many ladies, who come 
there as often unattended as with escorts. 

“This club is now a quiet, safe resort. 
From its location it must command a view 
of all that transpires in the proposed 
camp, whether fit for the sight of ladies 
or not, and ladies visiting would be exposed 
to comtact in coming and going with the 
roughest camp followers. 

“When the Piedmont Driving Club pur- 
chased these grounds from the exposition 
company, it chose this site because the 
ownership by that company of the balance 
of the land insured a quiet and orderly 
neighborhood. It would never have bought 
the site had the rest of the ground been 
occupied by an army camp, and it calls on 
the exposition company to protect it 
against so objectionable a neighborhood as 
an army camp. If that company has any 
right to object to the proposed use of its

‘The character of troops to be there sta- 
tioned when once the camp is established, 
whether white or black, regulars or volun- 
teers, will be beyond the contro) of any 
local power.

“The great damage inflicted upon Atlan- 
ta‘'s commerce by the quarantine of laat 
fall is still fresh in the memory of all 
thoughtful men. This is not a case where 
military necessity calls for a camp at this 
point, but one where certain persons are 
seeking to locate a camp because of its 
supposed benefits. Its advocates claim noth- 
ing for it but the momey it is supposed to 
bring. It is well, therefore, to consider the 
evils and losses it may entail. 

“We do not oppose the proper location 
of a camp, but no camp should be located 
that is not several miles from the city, 
and where neither it nor its objectionable 
surroundings will be inflicted on any por- 
tion of the {nhabitants, and where, if nee- 
essary, it could be quarantined against. 

“For these reasons we respectfully pro- 
test against the location of an army camp

There was Specuialive i.qu.da- 
tion during tne afternoon on a very iarge 
scale, and ofterings of iong stocks in sole 
properties which oad elements of weakness 
were a@ material factor in the decline. Su- 
@ar occupiea the center of the stage all 
“ay. it was evident betore the market 
opened that the bears hag marked it for 
taeir own, and everything that could be 
gone in tne way vof discouraging reports 
of the companys business anu ujsastrous 
eompetition in prospect was done through 
tne medium of inspired publications. The 
movement was Opportune, as the recent 
buil movement in the siocK was accom- 
panied by rumors of an increase in the 
cividend, and the deciaration today of 
only the usual dividend brought heavy 
selling from disappointed holders. ‘Torrents 
of stock were dislodged on the decline, and 
all the usual devices were employed to give 
an appearance of inside selling. The final 
rally in the stock was only feeble, the last 
price being 5% below last night's closing. 
The demoralization in Sugar affected the 
Whole list, but especially the industrial. 
Tobacco, the American Steel and Wire 
stocks, Manhattan, Lead and Rubber all 
show sharp losses. The railroad list held 
out longer against the downward course, 
especially the grangers, led by St. Paul.

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RISE AND FALL OF 
SUNDAY BARROOMS 


A Remarkable Institution That Thrived 
in Alleged Club Life. 


POLICE WRITE DOWN ITS DOOM 


How Clubs Were Organized for Pur- 
pose of Selling Liquor on Sunday. 


WAR HAS BEEN WAGED FOR A MONTH 


Them Has Been Heard From—How 
the Raids Were Made. 


THE SUNDAY BARROOM, AN EVIL 
which has threatened Atlanta in the guise 
of alleged social clubs, has been doomed 
by the police authorities and the war which 
has been waged on these clubs for the past 
month has about exterminated them,. It 
was a hard fight and was not without ex- 
citement and even bloodshed, 

But the Sunday barroom ‘is about dead, 
and now that its funeral obsequies are 
about to be preached by the police, a re- 
view of that rather- remarkable. institu- 
tion in a city like Atlanta:is of more than 
ordinary interest. 

Several months ago some genius, whose 
name is lost in the records, conceived the 
idea of getting up a club by which those 
who could not gontrol their thirst from 
Saturday until Monday might spend an 
agreeable Sunday. TO secure a charter for 
a social club was an ¢asy matter and once 
the charter was egfanted it was a still 
easier matter to get members, as the dues 
were only 25 cents a quarter, There was not 
very much regularity about the election of 
new members and there is not an !nstunce 
on record where any ene was bDlackvalied. 

The club, holding that it had the right to 
serve drinks on Suarday to its members 
like other big clubs, sold whisky, beer and 
cigars and had poo] and billiard .avies run- 
ning for the accommodation of its mem- 
bers. Everything was paid for in “ash, 

The thing proved to be a bonanza... Mcney 
was raked in every Sunday anj the cub- 
room became the most popular place about 
the city. The membership swelled and the 
place had@ to be enlarged. 

The police made a raid in due course of 
time and the recorder was in doubt about 
the matter, as the club was on the face of 
it, regularly organized and all the members 
swore to the genuineness of the concern. 
Then the plea was made that to deal 
harshly with the club would be class legis- 
lation, as the “poor working man” had as 
much right to a club as did the members 
of the grand Capital City Club, the Fulton 
Club and others, 

The matter stood in stafu quo while the 
club still kept open doors and the proprie- 
tors, claiming to be merely managers, 
raked in the money. 

Like all good things, it was too good for 
one man to have all to himself and others 
secured charters and opened up © clubs, 
which were nothing more nor less than 
Sunday barrooms, Three weeks ago it was 
said that at least a dozen of these places 
were running every Sunday in Atlanta. 

A month ago the police authorities de- 
cided the time had come to break up the 
Sunday barroom, and it was systematically 
planned to raid them une after another. 
The first big raid was when Perino Jordan, 
then a member of the police-fotce, was ar- 
rested for running a placé in the old fele- 
phone building known as the Christopher 
Columbus Club. This was the most flourish- 
ing place of the kind in. the city and had on 
its alleged list of members a number of 
very respectable young Mén who liked to 
‘‘pooze”’ on Sundays. 

Jordan gave bond for running a tippling 
house on the Sabbath day, as did others 
who were arrested at the same time. The 
day following Jordan went to drinking and 
had a fight. He was tried and fined $25.75 
for the row. The next night he and Jeff 
Harbin had a hand-to-hand fight in the 
of the Christopher Columbus 
Club and Jordan wes badly cut 
about the face with a knife. 
Then Jordan disappeared from the scene 
and the police believed the Christopher 
Columbus and all other such clubs had 
closed up. But they were mistaken, for 
other parties took hold of the affairs of 
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business correctly.

Boys Scalea Pole, Cross Live Wires and 
Leap in the Dark. 


TO DEADHEAD INTO THE GRAND 


One Touch of a Wire Would Have 
Meant Instant Death. 


HOW THEY WeRz DISCIVCRED BY POLIE 


Three of Them Arrestei Who Tell the 
Whole Story—tTrials in Police 
Court. 


“IF ONE OF THOSE BOYS HAD 
touched a wire in their daring climb from 
that pole to the fire escape there would 
have been a gallery goa stone dead in the 
twinkling of an eye.” 

Mr. Henry DeGive was epeaking of the 
daring climb a lot of boys had made to 
gain free admission to the gallery of the 
Grand opera house. Night before last Po- 
licemen Bone and Charles Holt discovered 
three boys creeping up the fire escape at 
the Grand on the south side of the build- 
ing. The boys were arrested, but the offi- 
cers were at a loss to know how they had 
reached the fire escape, as the lower floor 


was at least thirty feet from the ground. 

The boys themselves stated that they 
‘had climbed up the electric light pole and 
from that leaped to the fire escape. This 
statement was at first disbelieved, as the

TWO DETACHMENTS OF RECRUITS, 
that of the Twenty-fourth infantry at 
Newnan, and that of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry at Lithia Springs, left their camps 
yesterday for Montauk Point. The detach- 
ment of the Twenty-fourth at Camp Cleary 
had 38 enlisted men amd five officers and 
the Twenty-fifth, at Camp Hobson, 240 
men and four officers. Neither detachment 
carried its full number of recruits, as there 
were in both commands several sick men 
who had to be transferred to Fort Mce- 
Pherson the care of surgeons before 
the detachments left camp. 

No detachments from any of the camps 
in the state will go off today, as some of 
the roads whose bids for carrying the 
troops have been accepted are unprepared 
to provide trains every day for the con- 
veyance of the men. Tomorrow three de-,

first part of the climb had to be up the 
bare sides of a large pole, a trip had aes 
be made out on the arm and through a net- 
work of wires, every one of which was 
“live,” and to touch which meant instant 
death, and from the end of the arm a 
leap of four or five 1eet had to be accom- 
plished to reach the fire escape. And all 
of this must be performed in the dark. 

For some time the people at the Grand 
have noticed boys in the gallery Who had 
not come in the regular way, but as boys 
are so much alike and there seemed to be 
no possible way for them.to enter except 
through the ‘door, at which sat a ticket 
taker, nothing was done about the matter. 
Three or four nights ago eig‘ht or ten of 
the youngsters got into the gallery and 
this wholesale immigration of deadheads 
Was a little more than the management 
was going to stand, and’so the police were 
requested to keep a lookout. 

Policeman Holt hid in the alley on the 
south side of tne building. Suddenly he 
saw a form gliding up the fire escape. In 
a few seconds there was another form, and 
a little later a third followed. Holt call- 
ed his partner, Bone, and they decided to 
capture the boys. One of the officers re- 
mained in the alley to watch, while the 
other went into the gallery and from there 
to the fire escape through a door. The boys 
were nabbed before they knew an officer 
was anywhere about. They were wuiting 
an opportune time to slip in the very door 
through which the officer came upon them. 

The three gave their names as Grover 
Smiia, Oscar Wyatt and Wil Thurman. 
They were arraigned in the police court 
yesterday afternoon, and were dismissed 
with a lecture. The recorder could not help 
but admire the nerve and daring of the 
boys and told them so, but at same time 
admonished them about the evil of stealing 
admission to a show. 

‘Boys will do tricks,’ sald Judge Andy, 
with a reminiscent expression in his eyes, 
“and they especially think there is no 
moral turpitu involved in an attempt to 
see a circus s crawling under a circus 
tent, as there may be in some other things. 
These boys have certainly got nerve of two 
kinds which will stand them in yood need 
if directed into the proper channels when 
they are grown. To crawl! over those live 
wires after scaling u telephone pole and

then to leap from that arm to the fire 
escape in the dark takes considerable cool- 
ness and bravery. You can go, boys, but 
don’t do fit any more.”’ 

(Mr. DeGive did not wish the boys fined, 
kncwing the fact that their secret was 
discovered would break up the practice of 
their entering his theater that way. 

But that is not all of this remarkable es- 
capade. The boys had a story to tell. They 
said that one boy whose name they d'‘d not 
know had been making good money out 
of the secret. 

“That boy was going around among the 
other boys,’ they said, “and offering to 
show them a way into the opera house 
without paying a cent. For the secret he 
Charged 10 cents. Many of us paid the 
amount, thinking it meant a free admis- 
Sion for the rest of the season. Some of 
the boys were afraid to make the climb 
after they had paid the dime. Generally 
there was a fellow in the lead who had 
been there before, and he told us how to 
do, As he went through the wires he 
would call out: ‘Steady now, yer onto a 
red hot wire. Then he would show the 
boys behind him how to swing off the arm 
to the fire escape. After the fire escape 
was reached the rest was easy enough.” 

It was possible that the boy who showed 
the way was in partnership with the boy 
who sold the secret. 

The secret is.now out and nevermore 
shall the gallery god peril his life for the 
sake of seeing at the Grand some hero re- 
warded amid his lusty plaudits or some 
villain punished under the contumely of his 
indignant hiss.

Third at Fort Snelling. 

The recruits for the Third infantry, the 
remaining detachment in camp at Waco, 
Ga.. has been ordered to proceed to the 
headquarters of the regiment at Fort Snell- 
ing. Minn., and transportation has been 
arranged for the to leave their 
camp tomorrow morning. 

The departure of this body of soldiers 
breaks up the army camp at Waco, since 
the only other detachment that has been 
at that place was the one for the Twelfth 
infantry, which arrived in Washington last 
night en route to Camp Wikoff. The 
camp site at Waco has been one of the 
most satisfactory in the state and it waé 
understood at the department of the gulf 
that more men would have been sent there 
at the time the recruits were taken out of 
Fort McPherson, had the water supply in 
the neighborhood been larger than it was. 

The third detachmetit to get away to- 
morrow will be that for the Tenth infan- 
try, stationed at Camp Cleary, near New- 
nan. This detachment has only fiftw enlist- 
ed men and they will be given transporta- 
tion with the nten for the First infantry. 

Recruits Are Rebellious. 

It happened that the departure of the 
recruits for the Twenty-fifth infamtry, who 
left Lithia Springs early yesterday morn- 
ing, was delayed by the railroad conveying 
the men until an unreasomable hour, when 
the soldiers were unceremoniously roused 
from their sleep and ordered on the cars 
in waiting for them. The recuits did not 
relish the idea of losing their sleep, and 
the railroad as well as the officers came 
in for considerable abuse at the hande of 
the men. After getting off so early several 
hours was lost in Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing and the recruits were still reviling the 
road over which they were traveling, when 
the train pulled out of the city. 

At Fort McPherson the remaining de- 
tachment of recruits, with the exception of 
those of the Fifth infantry, has been in 
readiness to leave for some days, but it 
was learned yesterday that the detachment 
would be held at the post until the general 
courtmartial that has been appointed to 
convene at Fort McPherson has adjourned. 

The officers connected with the Twentieth 
infantry detachment have been detailed as 
members of the court, and as there are 
no other officers in Atlanta who can take 
their places, the detachment will have to 
remaim at the post until the work of the 
courtmartia) can be concluded. 

The Twentieth infantry men will probably 
in command of Lieutenant Moody, 
the ranking officer..in the detachment, be- 
fore the middle af mext week, as it will 
require sOme days to finish the cases set 
for immediate trial. 

Companies Formed of the Fifth. 

Of the 485 recruits for the Fifth infantry 
in camp at Fort “McPherson, Cantain 
Forbes, coinmanding the post, has ‘formed 
four compfnies to fill up the vacancy of 
that number of companies existing in the 
Third battaliom of the Fifth regiment, now 
in Santiago. 

Each of the 


recruits 


four companies has been 
mustered up to its full quota of 106 men, 
while those left over will be utilized to fill 
the companies of the regiment now cxist- 
ing up to their fujl limit. Non-commission- 
ed officers have been appointed for the 
companies by Captain Forbes and thease 
appointments will be held subject to the 
approval of Colonel Freeman, command- 
ing the regiment, upon his return to the 
post or upon the departure of the recruits 
for their regiment. 

Compemy drill wil] be held every day at 
the post from this on jm order to prepare 
the recruits for their regiment should an 
order come “for them to go to Santiago 
at once.
